For example, BIG TOP, (541 Rich 1942) means Big Top is classified under num- 
ber 541. The 500 means that it belongs in the Giant Glad Class (51%” flowers or larg- 
er). The 41 means it is a light pink with markings. It was originated by Rich and 
released for sale in 1942 for the first time.

CULTURAL NOTES 


Open packages of bulbs as soon as received. Store in a cool dry place until planting time. 


Planting Any time from early spring as soon as the ground is usable until late June. Plant in 
Feat an open sunny place. Glads will grow in any kind of soil but do best in a sandy, well 
rained loam. 


Fertilizers Any good fertilizer will give good results. A good potato fertilizer is fine. Mix fer- 
—_—_____._ tilizer into soil carefully and then place bulbs an inch or two above soil containing 
fertilizer Plant from 3 to 6 inches deep depending on the size of bulb. 


RAR . Dip all bulbs and bulblets in a disinfectant in order to kill thrips and to prevent 
Disinfecting possible disease infection on the bulbs. Burn all bulbs showing rot. 


Cutting The spikes should be cut when the first floret is in full bloom. Always leave four leaves 
_______™~ on the plant when cutting to develop the bulb for next year. 


Digging When the foliage begins to turn brown, it is time to dig the bulbs. Cut tops off close to 
the bulb. Dry the bulbs for about two weeks. After this time the old bulb and roots 
can be removed and thrown away. Do not remove the husks on the new bulbs as they protect 
the bulb during storage. 


Storage Store bulbs in trays or bags or boxes at a temperature of around 40 degrees. Give bulbs 
<Y a light dusting of DDT 5%. This will eliminate any danger of thrips feeding on the 
bulbs during storage. 


DIPPING, DUSTING AND SPRAYING 


L sol Di —4 tablespoons of Lysol, 3 gallons of water Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution 
Lysol VIP for between 3-6 hours; soak bulblets overnight or for 12 hours. After bulbs or bulb- 
ae are removed from solution, allow to drain and plant the same day as treated, preferably while 
still wet 


When the plants are in the third leaf they should be dusted with 5% DDT 
every two weeks. Best results will be obtained while the dew is still

. . ——1l1 rounded teaspoon of 50% DDT, 142 teaspoon of Dreft, 1 gallon of 
Spraying for Thrips | 312.7 ro: larger plantings—% Ib. of 50 % DDT, %2 pint of liquid soap, 
25 gallons of water. The wettable form of DDT should be used when using a spraying material. 


Lysol, and DDT are poisonous, so take care in handling these materials. DDT dust must not 
be inhaled.
